/ Warns Boston Dealer 


Maurice Gould, dealer-collector in 
1 Boston, sent along this note which 
dhe thought might be of interest to 
5 dealers. 


“IT have noticed the famous Kettle 
© Token advertised in both price lists 
s and coin publications and some have 
6 appeared in auctions. 


“The Copley Coin Company had 
i} the following experience with these 
i items: 

“Over the years we have sold 
many of the $2.50 and $5.00 items 
to collectors as well as dealers and 
there has never been any complaint 
or question of any kind. 


“But several months ago, a mem- 
| ber of the U.S. Secret Service from 
| the Boston office dropped in to see 
/ us and inquired if we had sold any 
;» and if we had any of the Kettle 
’ Tokens available. We did not have 
, any at the time, but told him we 
| had sold them over the years. 


“He showed us a letter that we had 

/ sent to a man in the South, offer- 
_ ing him and selling him a few of 
these Tokens at a nominal price. 


“This party had removed the word 
‘Kettle’ and gave them some kind of 
a dipping so that they would look 
like genuine gold pieces. He sold 
them at extremely high prices to 
collectors as genuine 1803 $2.50 and 
$5.00 gold pieces. Naturally, the 
parties buying these would be be- 
ginners or people having very little 
knowledge of the U.S. gold series. 

“Because of the complaints, the 
government looked into the matter 
and we were told that these items 
would now be seized by the govern- 
ment because of the illegitimate use 
of the Tokens. 


“I tried to explain to the agent 
fully that these Tokens have been 
sold for many years to collectors. 
I showed him the listing in the US. 
Pattern book, etc., but after convers- 
ing with him, it seemed to me the 
Secret Service boys have a definite 
plan to seize the Tokens. 

“Possibly some of our dealers and 
collectors will be in a position to 
have something done so that these 
interesting and historical items will 
again be available to the public.”

Birth and Growth 
of Whitman's 
Coin Supply Division 


There is nothing quite as impres- 
stve as success, thought we, as we 
considered editorial content for the 
opening issue of “The Coin Dealer.” 

So we asked R. S. Yeoman, Whit- 
man’s Vice President for the Coin 
Supply Division, about the begin- 
nings of the coin supply business at 
Whitman: 


In 1934 Mr. J. K. Post of Neenah, 
Wisconsin, gave our company a 
printing order for coin boards. 
These were known as the Kent Coin 
Cards. 


Were these cards similar to those 
Whitman manufactures today? 


No. In fact, there was nothing 
numismatic about the idea. At the 
time it was simply a gimmick to see 
how easily one could fill up the 
spaces with cents, nickels and dimes. 


Did the idea catch on pretty well? 
Yes, and as time went on Mr. Post 
realized that distribution was a 
major problem, and we took the 
production over in 1936. We added 
to the denominations and made this 


series more complete. By 1940 we 
designed the folder as it now is 
known and increased the series still 
further. 


Then, by 1940 you were pretty 
well into the numismatic end of it? 
That’s right. 


Of course, your folders are very 
well known, but another facet of 
Whitman which is just as well 
known is the book publishing. When 
did you enter that field? 


We issued the first ‘Handbook of 
U.S. Coins” in 1941 as an answer to 
dealer requests for a reliable book 
on this subject. And in 1946 we put 
out the first edition of the “Guide 
Book of U.S. Coins,” with a cover 
date of 1947. 


In the numismatic field, we often 
think of Whitman as the name which 
identifies only coin supplies. Of 
course, this isn’t true. Whitman em- 
bodies a lot more than just coin 
supplies, doesn’t it? 

Oh yes. During a period ending 
in 1953 Whitman Coin Supplies 





were a part of the regular Whitman 
line of children’s books, games, sta- 
tionery, playing cards, etc. And my 


connection with the numismatic 
products was purely sideline. Almost 
everything of an editorial nature 
was done at home, as there was little 
spare time in my regular duties as 
promotional and advertising man- 
ager for Whitman. 


You mentioned editorial work 
which you did at home. What other 
kinds of work were there in this 
embryo Coin Supply Division? 

In those days my work was varied 
and was more or less the kind of 
office work which comes under the 
heading of customer service — de- 
layed shipments, cancellations, spe- 
cial routings, laying out and super- 
vising the printing of catalogs, all 
mail order activities and other such 
jobs. 


Even at that time that sounds like 
a pile of work to do as a sideline. 
When did your numismatic line be- 
come a separate organization within 
Whitman? 
(more on page 11)

An excerpt from this quotation 
appears on one side of the Roger 
Williams medal. This side also 
shows three men of widely different 
cultures — Christian, Jew and Indian 
— each openly worshipping his deity 
according to his own beliefs, free 
from restraint. The other side of the 
medal bears Roger Williams’ por- 
trait. 





The medal is the latest to be re- 
leased in the series of historical med- 
als honoring the immortals in The 
Hall of Fame For Great Americans 
at New York University. Roger Wil- 
liams was elected to the Hall of 
Fame in 1920. 

Medals previously issued in the 
series honor Alexander Graham 
Bell, Benjamin Franklin, Thomas 
Jefferson, John James Audubon, 
Walter Reed, Henry Thoreau and 
Mark Twain. Others will be issued 
monthly ‘until the entire Hall of 
Fame series is completed. 

The medals are struck in both 
bronze and pure silver and are 134,” 
in size (slightly larger than a silver 
dollar). Bronze medals retail at 
$3.00 each; silver medals $14.00 each, 
Federal tax included. A larger 3” 
bronze medal is also available at 
$6.00. The silver issue is limited to 
7,500 pieces for each name. 

Medals may be ordered and _ in- 
formation is available from the Coin 
& Currency Institute, 393 Seventh 
Avenue, New York I, New York.

two-office setup. First, it will get 
rid of any time loss caused by mail 
between the widely-separated offices. 
Previously a piece of news addressed 
to Toronto had to be forwarded to 
Iola, with a subsequent time loss. 
Now, everything will be sent to To- 
ronto directly and will be handled 
on the spot. 

Another difficulty which will be 
eliminated is the postage regulation 
situation. The production of the 
paper in Canada proper will en- 
able the publisher to apply for sec- 
ond class entry throughout Canada.

Fast changing coin values have 
a way of sometimes making the 
fastest-produced ads obsolete be- 
fore they hit the readers’ hands.

You can’t sell something for $10 
when you could get $13 for it, so 
you take the easy way out and rub- 
ber stamp the letter, “Sorry, Sold 
Out.” 

But we get lots of these com- 
plaint letters. And if a lot of peo- 
ple write, think of all those who 
are perturbed but don’t bother to 
write. It’s a little frightening. 

As long as you have to pay five 
cents to send your customer’s let- 
ter back anyway, how about hav- 
ing your local printer print up a 
whole slew of little slips which ex- 
plain, in a nice way, that you are 
sorry you cannot fill his order. You 
don’t have to go into detail about 
the reasons, but he’d be happier if 
he knew you at least cared enough 
about him as a customer to do 
something more than smack his let- 
ter with a messy rubber stamp be- 
fore you send it back to him. 

Just a thought. 

But in this day, when 35 other 
dealers offer the same material you 
do, for practically the same price, 
it could be the little things that 
keep that customer coming back.

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We were sitting around with a 
group of dealers in the world’s beer 
capital the other night discussing 
dealer-customer relationships. 

The question which probably led 
to more — and hotter — discus- 
sion than any of the others was, 
“As dealers, what should we do 
about the junior members of the 
hobby?” 

There were a lot of remarks and 
experiences passed around. And 
all these led to the belief that most 
dealers, at one time or another, 
have run into some difficulty in 
business transactions with — and 
I use a word a lot of youngsters 
dislike vehemently — minors. 

Immediately some staunch de- 
fenders of the young will say, 
“When you publicize the wrongdo- 
ings of the few, you condemn them 
ali.” 

Poppycock! 

The truth is, of course, that the 
trouble actually arises with only 
a few. But the potential for trouble 
hangs over a minor like a storm 
cloud. 

It was a shock to learn that some 
of the dealers didn’t know a minor 
is not legally responsible for his 
business dealings.

This doesn’t mean that minors 
are crooks. Most of them are fine, 
honest people. In fact, there are 
some fairly large, reputable dealers 
who are under 21. What the state- 
ment means is that the law says 
a minor cannot legally be held to 
a contract. 

Becoming 21 doesn’t effect a 
magical ability to make proper de- 
cisions, but it does allow the law 
to hold a man legally lable for the 
debts he incurs. 

It is immediately apparent that 
this law covers the coin field like 
a blanket. 

Say a 13-year-old came into your 
shop in 1960 and sold you a BU 
1909S VDB for $75. 

Tomorrow that same 16-year- 
old, realizing the tremendous ap- 
preciation of his ex-possession, 
could walk into your shop and, 
with proof of sale, could legally de- 
mand his coin back. And he could 
do it at any time until his 21st 
birthday. 

It works the other way too. He 
buys a coin from you for $40, keeps 
it for three years and sees the value 
drop to $10. He decides he doesn’t 
like to lose money, so he comes 
back, hands you the coin, and 


legally demands his $40 back. 

And here’s an even uglier 
thought. Suppose that during the 
time the youngster has had the 
coin, it has become damaged; 
scratched or corroded. Tough. 
He'll still get his $40 back. 

At no time — until his 21st 
birthday — can you make his pur- 
chase a binding, legal transaction. 

Fortunately, this kind of thing 
doesn’t happen very often. But it 
has happened and will happen 
again. 

“So, what do we do about the 
junior members of our hobby,” the 
questioner insists, “stop doing 
business with kids?” 

The answer, obviously, is a re- 
sounding NO! 

Coin clubs have their responsibi- 
lity in training junior collectors, 
and dealers have theirs. 

The first and most important 
thing dealers can do is to teach the 
youngsters good business practices. 
Teach them what the hobby is 
based on, what gives it life, what 
makes it grow. Teach them the 
bases of buying and selling coins 
within the hobby and lead them

For Coin Thief 


Glenn Davidson of Columbia Coin 
Co., Houston, Texas, wrote the fol- 
lowing letter. 

Other dealers might be interest- 
ed to know a heavy-set young man, 
possibly about 33 or 34 years of 
age, walked out of my shop carry- 
ing a choice 1907 Roman numeral 
high relief $20 gold piece.

These 
coins are put in new envelopes and 
the price clearly marked on each 
one, as well as the date, grade, etc. 
The figures on the envelopes are 
then added to double check that 
they come to $175.00. 

The order then goes to the order 
department where it is typed. up 
on a special invoice form. A car- 
bon copy is kept for the files and 
the original is sent to the customer. 
The original order blank is stapled 
to the carbon so that a record of 
the original order is kept also. 

The coins and order blank then 
go to Henry Spangenberger. Each 
coin is carefully checked to be sure 
that it is graded properly and is 
the exact date and variety listed 
on the invoice. After checking, the 
order is returned to the order de- 
partment where it is taped and 
wrapped securely for mailing. The 
order goes to the post office that 
same day.

into thinking and acting as adults. 

Dealers can teach youngsters to 
respect fairness, to honor their 
transactions and to pride them- 
selves on their fairness and their 
honor. 

The second thing a dealer can 
do is to give the minor’s transac- 
tions legal standing by obtaining 
a parent’s signature that the trans- 
action will be backed by adult re- 
sponsibility. 

This may seem like an insult to 
the minor’s integrity and the deal- 
er will have to make his own 
choice about doing it. 


A blanket o.k. by the parent 
isn’t enough, either. He can’t sign 
a slip saying that Junior is alright 
and that Dad will stand by every 
transaction his son enters into. In 
order to make the transaction bind- 
ing, the parent must sign for each 
individual deal. One signature is 
good for one transaction only. 

No question about it, it’s a tick- 
lish problem. But there’s an 
answer, and each dealer must find 
his own.

Kolman Publishes 
Book on Errors 


“Numismatic Flying Eagle, In- 
dian, and Lincoln Cent Errors” by 
Michael Kolman, Jr. has recently 
been published. 

This is a revision of Kolman’s 
“Numismatic Lincoln Cent Er- 
rors’ which appeared in 1960. The 
revision is an expanded version of 
the earlier volume which treated 
Lincoln cent errors only. Kolman’s 
latest work covers Flying Eagle 
and Indian cent errors, in addition 
to bringing Lincoln cent material 
up to date. 

Author Kolman says that he has 
been engaged in studying small 
cent errors for over 20 years, and 
has personally collected or exam- 
ined most of the specimens de- 
scribed in the book. Along with 
detailed descriptions of errors, esti- 
mated market values are given. 

Included in the book is the Ko- 
lit position gauge for determining 
the degree which cents have been 
struck off center. Kolman formu- 
lated this gauge along with Dr. 
Jack Litman of Akron, Ohio. 

Kolman, who is president of 
Federal Brand Enterprises, a nu- 
mismatic firm in Cleveland, Ohio, 
has spoken widely on mint error 
collecting before coin clubs and 
coin conventions across the nation. 
He has also written many articles 
on this phase of numismatics. He 
is one of the founders of the Col- 
lectors of Mint Errors and edits the 
C.O.M.E. Bulletin.

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More than two months ago, a series of letters was sent from 
Iola to a number of Washington officials. We considered our- 
selves fortunate in receiving two replies. Since that time, 
developments have occurred which give the subject even more 
timeliness. Here is a short hard look at the coinage situation 
in which we find ourselves. 


Base Metal Coinage In the News 


Everybody’s doing it — why not 
us? 

The question seems simple. But 
the use of base metals in our coin- 
age cannot be solved on that basis. 

The real question is, ‘“‘Will we, 
in the near future, see purely tok- 
en coinage replace the silver-con- 
tent pieces we have taken pride 
in for so long?” 

The answer to that one is a 
chorus of mixed sounds from a va- 
riety of sources. Government an- 
swers sound like a no with reser- 
vations. Answers from outside gov- 
ernment sound like yes, we have 
no choice. 

F. W. Tate, whose title, ‘Act- 
ing Director of the Mint,” gives 
a ring of authority says, “As you 
know, the silver content of our 
United -States coins cannot be 
changed except by an act of Con- 
gress, and no action along this 
line is contemplated. 

“In the meantime, silver now 
securing silver certificates is being 
released for coinage in such 
amounts as are required and our 
supply of silver for coinage in the 
immediate future is thus assured. 


“The Treasury has already pub- 
licly stated that if and when new 
silver dollars are needed, they will 
be made. When the production of 
them is resumed, they will meet 
all the present specifications deal- 
ing with their fineness and weight.” 

You can get a couple of ideas 
from Mr. Tate’s letter, depend- 
ing on how much imagination you 
have. 

Perhaps we can confirm our no- 
tion that the Mint will again be- 
gin production of dollars, but that 
isn’t too important in this discus- 
sion. What is more important is 
that Mr. Tate is saying only what 
he is allowed, as a public servant, 
to say in public; that present gov- 
ernment policy will be followed — 
until that policy is changed. 

In the meantime, both in and out 
of Congress there is the first hesi- 
tant demand for substitution of 
silver in coinage by baser metals. 

Congressman Clarence D. Long 
has read into the Congressional Re- 
cord a proposal made by Herbert 
Bratter (originally published in 
the “Baltimore Sun’). This pro- 
posal maintains that since the gov- 


ernment is going to use silver un- 
til its supply runs out — about 
10 years, according to a statement 
by Secretary of the Treasury Doug- 
las Dillon before the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee 
— and only then apparently 


change to baser metals, we ought: 


to change now, while the price of 
silver is at an all-time high and 
while the demand is at a compar- 
able level. 

This action would allow the na- 
tion to sell its silver bullion and 
by replacing current silver coinage 
with baser metal coinage, save the 
government several billions of dol- 
lars as well as making a sizeable 
dent in the balance of payments 
deficit. 

What the whole thing boils 
down to is that we just can’t af- 
ford to keep wasting money by 
keeping silver in our coins. So, it 
seems that in spite of great na- 
tional pride to the contrary, things 
are starting to move in the direc- 
tion of baser metal coinage. And 
when we reach that point, the gov-

Mail Fraud 


The Coin Dealer and the Law 


U.S. Postal Manual 


124.5 Lotteries, Frauds, and Libelous Matter 


.53 Fraudulent Enterprises 


Anything mailed in pursurance of any scheme 
for obtaining money or property of any kind 
through the mail, by means of false or fraud- 
ulent pretenses, representations, or promises. 


Alright, so you’ll never get in- 
volved in anything like this. You 
probably won’t, but other dealers 
will and you should be able to help 
bring them to justice. 

The first thing a publisher knows 
about a case of this kind is a tric- 
kle, followed by a flood of com- 
plaints about the activities of a 
dealer, from readers who answered 
his ad. 

“It’s been two months since I 
sent my check,” they’ll say. “What 
can I do about getting my money 
back?” 

And the only answer a publisher 
can give is to write to the Postal 
Inspector in the dealer’s area filing 
a complaint. The publisher himself 
will write to the same Inspector 


giving him the names of all those 
who have written complaints to the 
publisher. 

However, the publisher will have 
long ago written to the dealer, ask- 
ing him what the trouble is and 
urging him to straighten out his 
business dealings. The publisher 
also warns him that if he does not 
straighten out, the only recourse 
will be to contact the Postal In- 
spector. 

But the dealer does not set his 
affairs aright, the postal inspector 
begins an investigation and right 
there, the dealer is in big trouble. 
Because the government doesn’t 
allow people to play games with 
the postal regulations. 

One of the first things the Postal 





Inspector will do is try to gather 
enough evidence to decide whether 
he can bother the U.S. Attorney 
General’s office. But with this evi- 
dence in hand, the postal inspector 
concludes his investigation and 
hands over his findings to the U.S. 
Attorney in his area. 

This is the stage where things 
begin to get serious. For, although 
the Postal Inspector has some 
authority and has at his command 
a broad spectrum of investigative 
resources, the U.S. Attorney calls 
in the F.B.I. And when the F.B.I. 
investigates, they usually find out 
what they want to know. 

The next time the publisher en- 
ters the picture is when he receives

a letter from the Attorney request- 
ing an insertion order for the ad 
in question and proof that the ad 
actually passed through the mails 
on the way to readers’ hands. And 
this isn’t hard to provide. The fact 
that the ad is in the publication 
is enough proof that it passed 
through the mail and the publish- 
er’s files will yield the insertion or- 
der. (The publisher may later be 
called to testify to this effect at the 
trial.) 


When the U.S. Attorney has 
gathered what he considers suffi- 
cient evidence, he presents his evi- 
dence to a Grand Jury, and, the 
charge being filed, the case is un- 
der way — the United States ver- 
sus Dealer X. 


A regular criminal trial follows; 
witnesses, defendant, cross-exami- 
nation and all — just like televi- 
sion. And when it’s over, and the 
defendant is found guilty — if he 
is — he is sentenced. 


Often this sentence is softened 
by granting the defendant a chance 
to make restitution to all those he 
has defrauded. And if,at the end 
of a specified time, he does not 
pay up, the sentence will usually 
provide him free board and room 
for an extended period. 


But this whole thing is contin- 
gent upon the U.S. Attorney’s be- 
ing able to show fraudulent intent 
— that the dealer never intended 
to send coins in return for his cus- 
tomers’ money. 


However, the case would prob- 
ably never get as far as a trial if 
the Attorney didn’t have this kind 
of evidence. 


There are a couple of other ways 
to deal with fraudulent mail 
schemes. In section 831.61 of the 
Postal Manual under “Withdrawal 
of Mail Privileges” it says, “Fraud 
and Lottery Mail Orders. When a 
person or concern is conducting a 
lottery, gift enterprise, or scheme 
to defraud through the use of the 
mail, the Postmaster General may, 
on evidence satisfactory to him, or- 
der such mail returned to the send- 
er marked Lottery Mail — or 
Fraudulent — Returned by Order 
of the Postmaster General.” 
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a

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Section 831.63 says, “Fictitious 
Orders. When a person or concern 
is using a fictitious, false or as- 


2 sumed name, title, or address in 


conducting an unlawful business 
through the use of the mail, the 


\ Postmaster General may, upon evt- 


dence satisfactory to him order 
such mail returned to the sender 
marked Fictitious.” 

In at least one case coming to 
the attention of this office a dealer 
operating out of a Post Office Box 


the Postal Inspector, the more peo- 
ple are going to get hurt, and the 
more dealers as a whole will suffer 
from one man’s actions. 

There are two things you can 
do when a case of this kind comes 
to your attention — notify the pub- 
lisher of the publication in which 
the offending advertisement ap- 
peared and notify the Postal In- 
spector in the area where the of- 
fending dealer lives.

This error occurred when the struck coin adhered to the 
top die and was repeatedly struck against blank planchets 
as they were fed into the collar. Each successive strike 
caused this coin to wrap itself more securely around the 
upper die and also caused the obverse impression to become 
sharper and more distinct. The reverse impression became 
enlarged and slightly distorted but remains readable with- 
out a glass. 

The date, 1869, and motto are actually displaced to the 
extent that both appear on the SIDES, or rim of the coin. 
To visualize this, it is necessary to know that the rim of 
the coin is four (4) millimeters high; whereas a normal 
Shield 5¢ is only one (1) millimeter in thickness.

Numismatic Portrait: 


Minneapolis—St. Paul 


A population of a little more 
than a million in the Twin Cities 
area (Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
suburbs) is served by about 15 
full-time dealers and nobody cares 
to guess how many part-time deal- 
ers. 

But there seems to be enough 
business to go around, for many of 
them, in recent interviews, stated 
that business is “keeping us alive” 
anyway. 

However, probably half these 
dealers also handle stamps. Some 
started in stamps and, as collec- 
tor interest grew, added coins to 
their stock. With some it was the 
other way. And the rest work with 
coins exclusively. 


Almost without exception, these 
men expressed concern about what 
the teletype circuits are doing to 
the hobby or business of coins. 

And, in almost the same voice, 
they admit the noisy little ma- 
chines are — so far — making 
money for them, and for that they 
like them. 

A universal complaint among 
over-the-counter dealers was that 
the retail sales to kids has dropped 
off alarmingly in the last year. 
This, they say, is due to the in- 
creasing scarcity of collectible 
coins still in circulation and the 
untouchable (for children’s bud- 
gets) prices of today’s coins. 

The collectors of the future, 
they say, are being driven out of 
the hobby by the investors of to- 
day. 

Those dealers who handle both 
stamps and coins obviously feel

Surrounding the two central cit- 
ies are a swarming host of suburbs, 
most of which aim at the middle 
and upper middle class pocket 
books. One of the nation’s eco- 
nomically more favored areas, the 
Twin Cities are able to support 
well the many dealers living there.

The Twin Cities area, placed 
high on nature’s bounty priority 
list, has been good to the coin busi- 
ness. In the words of one dealer, 
“T don’t think we have too many 
dealers now, but we could prob- 
ably get along without more.” 


Sullivan’s Stamp & Coin, St. Paul 


“Sully” began dealing in stamps 
in 1933 — stamps only. At the 
time “there were only a dozen 
coin dealers in the country. In 
fact, coins were a nuisance,” he 
says. 


When a friend suggested enter- 
ing the coin field about 1938, 
Sully thought he was crazy. But 
he did get into coins in 1941, 
although he says almost by acci- 
dent. 


“T bought a collection from a 
man in North Dakota — and it 
took every dime in the coffer.” 
Then, says Sully, “I collected for 
about two years before I went 
into selling and buying for the 
shop.” 

Sully remembers an old collec- 
tor in St. Paul who had trunks full 
of Confederate notes. His father 
was in the U.S. War Department 
and apparently confiscated truck-

loads of stuff after the defeat of 
the Confederacy. 

“The collector sold the notes 
to dealers for $15 a hundred. I 
bought and sold thousands.” 

Right now, Sully’s business is 
divided about equally between 
stamps and coins. 


Twin City Stamp & Coin, St. Paul 

Dick Rudolf has been selling 
stamps and coins in St. Paul since 
he got out of service in 1947. 

His first shop was one vacated 
by Neil Utberg when Neil left the 
Twin Cities. 

In addition to a fast store trade, 
Dick does a large mail order busi- 
ness and runs a wholesale route 
around the Twin Cities area. 

But this doesn’t keep Dick busy 
enough. He also puts out a United 
States Coin Price List. This list 
is published by Dick but used by 
more than 50 dealers throughout 
the United States with their name 
imprinted on the cover. 


Huber Coin & Stamp Co., 
Minneapolis 
A year ago Bill Huber moved 


from his 2nd street location in 
Downtown Minneapolis to his new 
shop in the arcade of the Investor’s 
Building. 

Beginning his career in his 
second year of high school, Bill 
was a confirmed stamp dealer by 
the time he left the U.S. for two 
years of study in a German uni- 
versity. After that he returned 
to the University of Wisconsin to 
finish up. 

Bill was set to go into engineer- 
ing until he found out that the 
top man in the class of 1931 took 
a job at $90 a month. 

“T figured if the top man got 
only $90 a month, I’d wind up 
with a salary I couldn’t live on, 
so I decided to go into stamp 
dealing,” says Bill. 

Bill used to say he wanted one 
clean, pure hobby, so he didn’t 
go into coins. But after the war 
he succumbed. “I can see why a 
lot of collectors want to be coin 
dealers,” he says. “If you can’t 
own all the good ones, you can at 
least handle them for somebody 
else.” 


For years the proprietor of a 
street store, Bill at first was dubi- 
ous about moving into an arcade. 
“This is the last place I thought 
I’d want to be,” he says. “But as 
long as you’re doing alright, you 
can’t knock it — I guess.” 


Becken Coin Shop, Minneapolis 


Carl M. Becken, owner-operator 
of Becken Coin Shop in Minnea- 
polis, has been selling stamps since 
1923, when his first mail order cus- 
tomer was a Minneapolis man. 

Coins came along not too long 
after when, Carl says, “I could see 
that coins were alright so I went 
into coins.” 

Now it’s strictly coins retail and 
stamps wholesale to “clean out 
the stock” left from the sale of 
his stamp business in 1960. 

Only three years ago Carl ‘‘came 
in off the street.”” From 1930 un- 
til 1960 he had a street store, then 
moved upstairs in one of the down- 
town Minneapolis buildings. He 
was in the same building he just 
moved into from 1952 until 1960, 
when he sold out his retail stamps

three months ago moved back to 
his present site over the Kresge 
store. 

A steady user of Coins maga- 
zine’s Standard Price Guide for 
counter coin sales, Carl’s trade is 
mostly local. He says he plans to 
get into more mail order business, 
but right now the store keeps him 
busy. 


William O. Bilden Co., Minneapolis 

Just a couple of blocks from 
Minneapolis’ newly remodeled 
Gateway Area, William Bilden 
holds forth in a street store on 
Hennepin Avenue. 


“Actually I carry coins only as 
a sideline,’ says Bilden. But other 
local dealers say he picks up some 
real gems in coins occasionally. 

Going into business after leav- 
ing the Army, Bilden has had a 
chance to analyze the advantages 
of upstairs versus street locations. 
“T like the street store much bet- 
ter,’ he says. “You get a lot more 


traffic, and besides, the real col- % 


lectors will hunt you out anyway.” 


Bilden, as did most of the other 
Twin Cities dealers, voiced concern 
over the sharp drop in young col- 
lectors visiting his store. He agreed 
with the others that the increas- 
ing scarcity of desirable coins in 
circulation coupled with the pric- 
es of coins today are discourag- 
ing younger collectors and driv- 
ing them out of the hobby. 


It’s the future of the hobby, say 
the Twin City dealers, and we 
don’t know what to do about it. 


The Coin Corner, Minneapolis 

Many dealers began in their 
homes. So did John Luzaich, own- 
er of The Coin Corner in down- 
town Minneapolis. 


On Hennepin avenue since May 
of this year, Luzaich has been a 
collector off and on for more than 
17 years. Since opening his shop, 
he hasn’t actively gone after mail 
order trade. He’s been busy build- 
ing up his store trade. But he 
plans to get into the mail order 
field about the first of the year.

The Coin Dealer and the Law 


Contracts 


con-tract (kon’trakt) 


1. an agreement between two or more people to do something. 
2. an agreement, usually written, enforceable by law. 3. a docu- 
ment containing the terms of an agreement. 


One of the commonest things a 
dealer does is contracting to do 
business. He does it a dozen, or a 
hundred times a day in several dif- 
ferent forms. 


He contracts to buy or to sell by 
letter, on the phone and over tele- 
type, as well as by word of mouth 
with customers and other dealers 
over the counter and at conven- 
tions. 

Almost every advertiser in any 
one of the trade publications comes 
in contact with contract advertis- 
ing if he’s in it seriously. 

But aren’t some of these trans- 
actions merely agreements? Isn’t 
it going a little too far to say that 
a phone conversation is a contract? 
Can a phone conversation, or an 
over-the-counter conversation be a 
legally binding contract? 

And the answer, of course, is 
yes.” 

In our complex modern world 
with its ultra-rapid communica- 
tions systems, business takes on a 
completely different aspect from 
business of half a century ago. A 
large share of the nation’s busi- 
ness is now contracted for by 
phone, some businesses _ limiting 
their contractual agreements al- 
most exclusively to telephone con- 
versations. 


One good example of this is the 
trucking industry. Very seldom is 


“e 


a shipping order received in any 
manner but telephone. 

The purchase and sale of thou- 
sands of shares of stock are han- 
dled by phone daily. There just 
isn’t time any more for the old- 
fashioned method of getting every- 
thing on paper before the transac- 
tion becomes legal. 


Obviously, the problem area is 
not in whether a certain method of 
transacting business constitutes a 
legal contract — the problem area 
is that of proof of contract. And 
the touchiest method of forming a 
contract is by telephone — where 
no written record remains. 

A dealer receives a long-distance 
call from a customer who wants to 
purchase 10 rolls of coins at $200 
a roll. The dealer agrees that he 
will sell at the stated price and 
will send the coins upon receipt of 
the customer’s check. 

The two have made a contract. 

There are two ways either party 
can protect himself — that is, pro- 
vide himself with proof that a con- 
tract has been entered. 

He can either record the phone 
call on some sort of electronic re- 
corder (the other party’s permis- 
sion to record is necessary for the 
recording to be used as evidence), 
or he can send a letter of confirma- 
tion stating the offer and the ac- 
ceptance. Failure to answer the 





letter of confirmation constitutes 
acceptance just as much as a re- 
ply in the affirmative. 

The letter of confirmation is also 
effective in non-telephone oral 
contracts. 

In fact, in the State of Wiscon- 
sin, the Statute of Frauds states 
that something in writing is de- 
manded as proof of contract in 
transactions involving personal pro- 
perty in amounts over $50.00. This 
may vary according to State. 

Occasionally a dealer will get the 
notion that if he sends out a batch 
of coins — unsolicited — the reci- 
pient will have to pay for them. 
And, in some cases, the dealer has 
followed up his shipment with bills, 
demands for payment and even 
threats of court action. 

But, unless the collector is 
bluffed by all this flurry of letter 
writing, the dealer is a loser from 
the start. For, unless the other 
party makes an acceptance of the 
offer in advance, his keeping the 
coins cannot be construed as apart 
of a contract — there must be an 
offer and an acceptance for a con- 
tract to be binding. The dealer will 
have to accept his loss with as good 
grace as he can muster. 

So, to get to the point of all this, 
the fact that coins rise in value 
does not necessarily void a tele-

phone agreement to sell them. If 
the purchaser completes the action 
required by law to make the con- 
tract binding, the dealer is bound 
by law to honor his offer. 

How about an advertising con- 
tract with a publication? Just 
another contract, although most 
publications are willing to let an 
advertiser cancel his _ contract 
whenever he desires. However, the 
disadvantage of such cancellation 
is that single-insertion rates imme- 
diately take effect for all advertis- 
ing previously covered by the con- 
tract. 

One area of some misunderstand- 
ing with regard to advertising con- 
tracts and insertion orders is the 
agency. 

For instance, an agency places 
a 12-time insertion order. After 
the second insertion, the account 
leaves the agency to handle his 
own advertising. 

Is the agency’s insertion order 
still binding? 

It appears that, according to law, 
unless the advertiser publicly 
denies the action of the agency, he 
is bound to abide by the agency’s 
order.

Spinks Catalog Sale 
Aids Famine Relief 


Spinks of London recently held 
the first British exhibition of “Cu- 


rious Currencies of the World.” 
The exhibition held at the Spink 
galleries in King Street, St. 
James’s, covered curious currencies 
of the world ranging over a period 
of 5,000 years. 

The exhibition included nearly 
500 items, going back to one of the 
earliest forms of currency, the Chi- 
nese bronze knife and hoe money. 
Another curious currency on dis- 
play, which is still used in the ori- 
ent today, was brick tea money. 

One of the most valuable items 
on exhibit was a gold currency bar 
from Mexico. Dated 1746, this bar 
represented one-fifth of a shipment 
of gold from Mexico to Spain. One- 
fifth of each shipment was known 
as the “King’s Fifth,” as it was al- 
located to the king, this bar being 
the fifth which the king received. 
It is valued at more than $4,200. 

In size, the curious forms of cur- 
rency on display ranged from the 
minute eighth of an inch in dia- 
meter gold bullet money of Siam, 
to the large 5 pound “King Manil- 
la,” semi-circular shaped copper 
bars. The Manillas were in current 
use until after the last war.

Other curious currencies on dis- 
play included Kissi pennies from 
Liberia, Malayan tree money, 
Whale tooth money from Fiji, 
spear head money from West Afri- 
ca, the Katanga Cross of Northern 
Rhodesia, and encased postage 
stamps and wooden nickels from 
the United States. 

To accompany this exhibition an 
illustrated descriptive catalog was 
issued. This neatly prepared 24 
page catalog sold for 2s 6d (35¢) 
plus postage, with proceeds being 
given in aid of The Oxford Commit- 
tee for Famine Relief.

Be sure he knows you 
have the cash to back up your plan and that you 
are willing to take care of all expenses. 


WHAT TO DO WITH THEM 


When you are fortunate enough to get the 
good dates, will you know how to market them? 
The best and safest thing would be to store away 
for investment; but in most cases this is not prac- 
tical. About the worst thing you could do is sell 
them locally. Also bad; is advertising them in 
the national coin papers.

| will make you a fair offer. Unlike some other 
dealers, | back up my offers and all my deals are 
firm. My point is made and | hope you will help 
us both by remembering this ad.

When a coin dealer decides to 
advertise, whether for the first 
time or each time you place an ad, 
you must consider many things: 

Publication to use 

Using an agency 

when to advertise _ 

What to offer for sale 

Gimmicks, special offers or free 
premiums 

Price 


Terms, such as layaway or lim- 
ited time offer 


Supply of the item 

Demand for the item 

Money available to invest in ad- 
vertising 

Size of ad to buy 

All of these points should be 
studied to get maximum return 
from your advertising dollar. But

the size of the ad should be upper- 
most in your mind. 


Measure Value of Ad 
Many dealers find the size of 
their ad by asking this question, 
“How much do I want to spend for 
this advertisement?” 


When advertising is thought of 
as a cost — rather than the invest- 
ment which it is — the mistake 
is often made to cram too much 
material in too small a space. 


If publications furnished readers 
with 20-power magnifiers, an ad- 
vertiser could get twice as much 
in an ad. But the cost of adver- 
tising would not go down. Instead, 
response would probably drop. 
When an ad is too packed it is 
unattractive, fewer people will read 
it, fewer will reply. 


The value of an ad cannot be- 
measured in terms of the dollars 
and cents shown on an invoice from 
the publication. The true measure 
of value is this: How much busi- 
ness did the ad bring in, compared 
with its cost? 

More than one _ publication 
should be used to test the value of 
the same size ad. For this purpose 
there are a variety of “keys” you 
can use to tell which publication 
your replies are coming from. 

Many advertisers use a letter 
after their Post Office box — P. O. 
Box 111A, for instance. Others 


use department numbers for key- 
ing. 


Think Big! 


The advertiser who thinks small 
often gets results in the same pro- 






portion. Take the case of the deal- 
er submitting his first ad in a pub- 
lication. He wrote, “Smallest 
space you offer. Please. use your 
best judgement on this. The larg- 
est and cleverest format consistent 
with the size of the space (small- 
est).” 

This advertiser squeezed 42 
words into a one-inch ad! 

Contrast this with the dealer 
who had only 16 sets of coins for 
sale and said, ‘Please put the fol- 
lowing ad in your next publication. 
10-inch display. Continue running 
this until further advised.” 

His instructions resulted in the 
addition of a striking illustratoin 
to his ad, to help attract more 
readers. He could have condensed 
his message into two inches of 
space, but as a successful and con- 
sistent advertiser, he knew better 
— from experience. 

It is not always large size that 
makes an ad pay off. A dealer 
who runs small ads regularly de- 
velops a following of readers from 
issue to issue. 

One dealer who began with two

one-inch ads decided to build up 
his stock and increase his adver- 
tising investment. He has more 
than doubled the size of his ad- 
vertising — and his business. He 
takes an occasional larger space 
ad to play up items he really wants 
to move. 

This dealer recently said of one 
of his two-inch ads, “The pull of 
this ad has been excellent. An in- 
crease of space is OK with me.” 
And the size of the ad has now 
tripled. 

The _ experienced advertiser 
knows an ad can directly influence 
sales. Ten years ago six adver- 
tisers were using the following 
space in a popular coin publica- 
tion: 


A—'Y%, page 
B—¥, page 
C—1 page 
D—'% page 
E—3 pages 
F—1% page 


And, after ten years, here’s the 
difference: 

A—1 page 

B—1 page 


C—2 pages 
D—1 page 
E—4 pages 
F—1 page 


You can find many cases of ad- 
vertisers who use small space units 
10 or more years ago who still 
find this size profitable. Hundreds 
new to the business then have 
started advertising programs from 
modest investments and have in- 
creased their advertising 100 and 
200 per cent. 


Which size is best for you? Test- 
ing will tell. But be prepared for 
a situation one dealer found him- 
self in when he wrote, “Here’s my 
classified ad. Wish I could send 
in a display, but I can’t keep my 
stock up with present demand from 
my current classified advertising.” 


Which Publication? 
After you’ve decided on the size 
of the ad, where do you place it? 
The advertising manager of 
every publication in the field would 
probably say, “Mine is best! The 
others can’t compare.” And he

might be right. Because in most 
cases, one thing sells better in one 
publication than it does in another. 

Obviously, a dealer publication 
should be used for wholesale sell- 
ing. And a consumer or collector 
publication should be used for re- 
tail selling. 

There are a number of consid- 
erations in looking for the “best” 
publication. Foremost, of course, 
you must consider which sells best 
for you. 

But this isn’t always the obvious 
answer it appears to be. Because 
the cost of advertising must also 
be considered. 

For instance, Publication (A) 
might bring you sales of $500 com- 
pared with the return of $475 from 
Publication (B). So, you might 
think, Publication (A) is best. 

However, your ad in (A) cost 
you $155, while the same ad in 
(B) cost only $100. True, you 
had a larger sale in (A), but you 
made more money in Publication 
(B). 

Circulation 

There is a lot of talk about cir- 

culation in advertising. And this 


Merry Xmas 
and 


is one of the prime considerations 
in placing advertising. But the ef- 
fectiveness of circulation cannot be 
measured by numbers — the pub- 
lication with the largest circula- 
tion figures doesn’t necessarily 
bring the most results from your 
ad. 

The only way to measure the 
benefits of circulation is by the 
quality — not the quantity of the, 
publication’s readers. Do they 
read, or do they buy? 

Nor are the words “bulkiest”’ 
and “best” synonymous. Once 
again, the criterion is sales. 


Use an Agency? 


As the coin business has grown 
over the years, more and more ad- 
vertisers have turned to advertis- 
ing agencies for help. 

Just what does an agency do 
for an advertiser? 

Among other things, the agency 
should do artistic layouts, write 
attractive copy and place the ads 
where they’ll do the most good. 
And they don’t mind asking the 
advertiser to pay for his services.

In many cases, numismatic ad- 
vertising falls far short of other 
kinds of advertising because of the 
copy and layouts sent to publish- 
ers. A layout should be striking, 
appealing. It should make even 
the casual reader sit up and say 
to himself, “Here is an ad I must 
read!” 


In just as many cases, copy is 
written in a pedestrian, conversa- 
tional style; unattractive sentences 
don’t compel readers to buy. 

And much numismatic advertis- 
ing is placed haphazardly, without 
any kind of testing to find the pub- 
lication best suited to sell the mer- 
chandise offered in the ad. 

In the first two shortcomings, 
numismatic publications are will- 
ing, even anxious to help. The ad- 
vertising departments of the lead- 
ing numismatic periodicals are de- 
lighted to make a drab piece of 
submitted copy sparkle and come 
to life with attractive layout and 
snappy copy. 

In some cases, where a product 
advertiser is going to use frequent 
large ads and spread them widely

he will prefer to go to an agency 
where he can receive specialized 
art work designed to complement 
his peculiar product. 

In this case the agency is best, 
for most of the publications are 
not capable of this kind of individ- 
ualized attention. But this adver- 
tiser must have sufficient invest- 
ment capital on hand to meet the 
cost demands of this kind of ad- 
vertising. 

The “average” advertiser can 
easily get by without an agency. 
In the first place, the bulk of nu- 
mismatic copy has to get from the 
advertiser to the reader in a hurry. 
And an agency serves to take up 
three or four more valuable days. 

Secondly, most numismatic ad- 
vertising layout is fairly limited. 
With a few exceptions, the dealer 
must sell a large number of items 
to pay for his advertising and make 
a fair profit. So he tends to put as 
much material into the space as 
possible. And this necessarily lim- 
its layout somewhat. 

Publication advertising men are

trained in copy writing, and this 
phase of advertising doesn’t pre- 
sent much of a problem to the pub- 
lication — unless the advertiser 
insists on putting in half a ream 
of notes about his business and 
personal life — which have nothing 
at all to do with selling coins or 
supplies! 

In general, the best copy is that 
which says the most in the fewest 
words. Come to the point early, 
say what you have to say about 
your merchandise and leave it. In 
most cases the advertiser who tries 
to be homey and conversational is 
wasting space. He could use that 
space to better advantage by al- 
lowing an attractive layout which 
will draw readers’ eyes to his ad. 


Monthly, Bi-Weekly, Weekly? 

Frequency of publication is an- 
other important factor in deciding 
which periodical to use. The short- 
er the interval of publication, the 
shorter the life of the ad and the 
less time readers have to respond 
to it. The longer the life of the 
publication, the more people will

pick it up and read it — and reply 
to the ads it contains. 

A publication’s life is measured 
by the number of days it can be 
read and enjoyed until the next 
issue in printed. A weekly lives 
seven days, a bi-weekly lives 14 
days. A monthly publication lives 
28 days or more and, of course, 
some months reaches the ripe old 
age of 31 before it has earned its 
retirement. 

How about some of the other, 
less important considerations men- 
tioned at the beginning of the 
story? 

Obviously, you have to sell what 
you handle. But advertise where 
this particular item will sell. 
Everything DOES NOT SELL as 
well in one publication as in an- 
other. 

And be careful you don’t invest 
more in advertising than you can 
reasonably expect to make up in 
sales. 

At the same time, try to match 
the material you’re selling with the 
current demands. 

Nobody knows everything there 
is to know about advertising. At 
best it is somewhat nebulous. But 
one thing is certain. 

In the coin business, advertising 
is essential to continued growth 
and prosperity. Just how much 
and what kind of advertising are 
decisions the dealer has to make 
— and experience is still the best 
teacher.

Catalog Sale 
Aids Famine Relief 


Spinks of London recently held 
the first British exhibition of ‘‘Cu- 
rious Currencies of the World.” 
The exhibition held at the Spink 
galleries in King Street, St. 
James’s, covered curious curren- 
cies of the world ranging over a 
period of 5,000 years. 

The exhibition included nearly 
500 items, going back to one of the 
earliest forms of currency, the Chi- 
nese bronze knife and hoe money. 
Another curious currency on dis- 
play, which is still used in the ori- 
ent today, was brick tea money. 

One of the most valuable items 
on exhibit was a gold currency bar 
from Mexico. Dated 1746, this bar 
represented one-fifth of a shipment 
of gold from Mexico to Spain. One 
fifth of each shipment was known 
as the “King’s Fifth,” as it was al- 
located to the king, this bar being 
the fifth which the king received. 
It is valued at more than $4,200. 

In size, the curious forms of cur- 
rency on display ranged from the 
minute eighth of an inch in dia- 
meter gold bullet money of Siam, 
to the large 5 pound “King Manil- 
la,” semi-circular shaped copper 
bars. The Manillas were in current 
use until after the last war. 

Other curious currencies on dis- 
play included Kissi pennies from 
Liberia, Malayan tree money, 
Whale tooth money from Fiji, 
spear head money from West Afri- 
ca, the Katanga Cross of Northern 
Rhodesia, and encased postage 
stamps and wooden nickels from 
the United States. 

To accompany this exhibition an 
illustrated descriptive catalog was 
issued. This neatly prepared 24 
page catalog sold for 2s 6d (35¢) 
plus postage, with proceeds being 
given in aid of The Oxford Com- 
mittee for Famine Relief.

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Pennsylvania Coin Dealers 
Report an Active Demand 


by Ralph H. Butz 


Coin dealers in The Allentown 
and Bethlehem area of Pennsylva- 
nia report increasing activity, with 
an accompanying increase in prices, 
which are believed to be due to ac- 
cumulation of coins for investment 
rather than for collections. 

“Coin collectors have been the 
lifeblood of this business over the 
years,’ explained John Matey, 
Matey’s Coin Shop, Bethlehem, 
Pa., “but the rapidly increasing 
prices tend to discourage the 
younger folks who would like to 
start collections. The man who 
buys up coins to hold them for ap- 
preciation in value is in the market 
now and some day he will unload 
to take his profit. In fact, some 
people in this area are out of the 
stock market at present and are 
investing in coins instead.” 

Mr. Matey reports that he at- 
tends auctions and makes some 
purchases there to fill in his stock, 
but that most of his coins are ob- 
tained from people who bring them 
to his shop. He finds that some 
people with small collections bring 
in their entire collections and are 
satisfied to dispose of them at cur- 
rent values. 

“We don’t get much chance to 
buy large collections,” he reported. 
“Tf a large collection, upward from 
ten thousand dollars is reported 
for sale, this information usually 
reaches the coin buyers at Macy’s 
or Gimbel’s in New York, and they 
rush in and pay a larger price than 
the small local dealer could afford 
to pay. Our trade is mostly with 
buyers who want the lower priced 
items, and we seldom have custo- 
mers who ask for items over a 
hundred dollars.” 

Another Bethlehem dealer, Mike 
Gerlach, concentrates on mail or- 
der business, developing most of his 
business through advertising in 
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Mike Gerlach 


coin collector's magazines. He 
doesn’t carry a large assortment of 
coins in stock, concentrating his 
offering on items in the lower price 
range. He also reports increasing 
activity as evidenced by the grow- 


ing volume of mail in response to 
his advertising. 

Gerlach keeps in contact with 
collectors who scout the area for 
coins and resell them to him at a 
nominal profit. These scouts also 
pass on the information when they 
find that a collection is for sale so 
that Gerlach has the first chance 
of making contact with the seller. 

Vernon Oswald, Ossie’s Coin 
Shop, Allentown, runs a small four- 
line reader on the front page of the 
local newspaper, offering to buy 
and sell coins. These readers at- 
tract attention, bring in both buy- 
ers and sellers. 

“We have people coming in all 
day,” he said, “and we are able to 
buy some desirable items as a re- 
sult of our advertising. When we 
can buy them direct from the owner 
it is usually possible to obtain them 
at a price so that we can resell at 
a fair profit. I attend coin auctions 
once in a while, but seldom buy 
anything because the auction 
method has certain disadvantages. 
For instance, when an item is put 
up for sale it is usually with the 
announcement that the auctioneer 
holds a mail bid in a certain 
amount for that item. These mail 
bids usually are higher than the

dealer can pay and make a profit. 


“The five per cent sales tax in 
this State,” he continued, “doesn’t 
do much good for the dealer. To 
circumvent this added cost, more 
selling and trading is now being 
done at the club meetings. There 
are others who buy coins out of 
State to avoid the sales tax.” 


Oswald was in agreement with 
other dealers that the local man 
seldom gets an opportunity to bid 
on large collections that are up for 
sale by estates. Some years ago 
local dealers purchased many of 
these large collections, but today 
the seller usually calls in the buy- 
ers from New York or disposes of 
the collection at auction. 


Howard Endy, Allentown, has 
been promoting coin auctions in 
this area for many years, reports 
that auctions are drawing larger 
crowds each year because the buy- 
er believes that competitive bid- 
ding gives him a better chance to 
acquire coins at a fair price. 


Endy prepares a mimeographed 
list of coins to be offered at auc- 
tion on a certain date. The list is 
mailed to several hundred buyers 
at previous auctions. These buyers 
are encouraged to submit bids by 
mail if they are not able to attend 
in person. When the items are put 
up for sale the mail bids are an- 
nounced and if there is no higher 
bid the mail bidder is notified. 


Schaffer’s Book Store, Allen- 
town, has one of the oldest coin de- 
partments in the area. The man- 
ager opined that coin values have 
increased too rapidly in recent 
years. 


“A slow, steady appreciation is 
desirable and is what the average 
collector is satisfied with. I have 
items here that sold for fifty cents 
a few years ago, and the price now 
is three dollars and more. Further- 
more, the dealer is not making the 
same percentage of profit that he 
made at the old price. In my opi- 
nion this is a forced increase, not 
due to buying by collectors, but 
because volume buyers are enter- 
ing the market for speculative pur- 
poses. If this sort of thing con- 
tinues we may have the kind of ups 
and downs that we associated only 
with the stock market.”
